To support the implementation of RCW 47.04.280 and 47.01.078(4),
the department shall adopt broad statewide goals to reduce annual per
capita vehicle miles traveled by 2050 consistent wi th the stated goals
of executive order 07-02. Vehicles with an average fuel economy that
is one hundred percent greater than the average fue | economy for
passenger cars and light trucks in 1990, vehicles t hat operate using
compressed natural gas or fuel cell technology, and battery operated
vehicles are exempt from this section.
